Appellate Tribunal Rules That 


Lower Court Erred in 


Interpretation. 


"WASHINGTON, Nov. S.^The bucket- 


shop law recently enacted by Congress 
was declared constitutional by tne Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals,1 ... in on opinion 
handed down by Associate Justice Eobb. 
reversing Justice Wright of the Bistrict 
Supreme Court .in the case of Louis and 
Angelo . Cella . and.. Samuel . W. Adler. 
charged "with conspiring to conduct 
a 


bucketshop. The case was ..sent back to 
the lojver court for retrial. 


The opinion holds that the -lower court 


erred in its Interpretation of, the • -word 
"contract" in the statute ; as--being so 
bread that it -is in -violation of • the -con- 
stitution, because It is an: attempt to 
prohibit all agreements, trades .and con- 
tracts. 


Answering the contention that the leg- 


islation is .effective only in ..the ,. district 
and that the violation alleged Is not an- 
offense against the United' States,';the 
opinion 'says that the 'district • has, the 
right, to'sue and be sued; but It is with- 
out sovereign power,., and that .crimes 
.committed',In the district are against.the 
United .States. 


The 
decision reviews at -length the 


bucketshop act. and,'. summing- 'up; 'says 
that,:penal statutes, like-all others,, are 
the embodiment of legislative will in con- 
.crete. form. and. -constitute a rule of'...con- 
duct for the guidance and control'of the 
individual. 


If the form, employed be intelligible-.to 


"the.'ordinary individual the-prime requi- 
site of the statute is met;-in other words, 
if the ordinary individual, after reading 
'the statute; knows exactly what he ;m'ay 
and may not do, its meaning cannot be 
said to be ambiguous. If such a'statute 
be-within the scope, of legislative author- 
ity, it is the plain duty of the court to 
sustain and' enforce . it. 


Congress .at -the outset In effect de- 


clared that the word '"contract" as'there- 
after used should be j synonyraous with 
agreement, trade or translation. The defi- 
nition of a bucketshop clearly 'indicates 
that' a particular kind ; of contract only 
was in mind.

Sheriff's Investigation Shakes 


Theory That .Elmer Cota 


Ended, His Life. 


CONCORD, : Nov. ''.8.—Was Elmer 


Cota, the fifteen-year-old 
boy 
who 


was found dead from:a gunshot wound 
in an old. shed behind his house on 
Monday, murdered, is the question 
•which is concerning Sheriff R. R. 
Veale of Martinez and'j.the. county 
officers. 
The;, case was first thought 
to.be suicide, a note left on a .piece 
of .shingle and inscribed, "I shot my- 
self inside fooling with gun, and then 
I ended myself. I died happy, play1- 
ing on harp," supporting that belief. 
The investigation of 
Sheriff 
Veale, 
however, has shaken that theory, fol- 
lowing the discovery that the writing 
on the shingle and in the lad's school 
books differ greatly and no powder 
burns can be found on the'boy's body. 
A thorough inquiry into the case is 
being made. 
Young Cota 
was 
found 
by 
his 
brother lying dead in the'shed behind 
the Cota house.- One shot in the side, 
which 
the 
doctors 
declare;, would 
eventually have proved, fa tal, and one 
in the temple, which killed th« boy, 
were found: " The gun, which had in- 
flicted the wounds vras found beside 
the boy. The theory of Sheriff Veale, 
based on his investigations' of yester- 
dayT and seconded by Coroner C. L.. 
Abbot of Richmond, • who^ was called 
into the case, is that the;boy;was mur- 
dered, possibly while 
playing with 
some of the;boys of the neighborhood, 
rnd that ih" roto on'She shiiigl<» was 
tvritfeb.to conceal the real,1 crime.

SAN'FRANCISCO,-Nov. S.—parrel] 


A. -Hare, Tor the last ,21. years con- 
nected -with the' Wells, Fargo _Na- 
tional Vbarilc,, in the service of •which 
he had risen , from messenger-boy, to 
note teller, has /confessed to a short- 
age 'in his,accounts pf'»$35'00 and;was 
discharged from, 'the bank's ?employ 
last Saturday..' Since that time''he has 
been confined, to', his apartments at 
857'Scott'street, where he lives/with 
his wife, .Ms mother and grandmother, 
suffering from nervous prostration. 


When it was learned that'Hare was 
short in. his, account the report was 
circulated that : the .'.amount would 
total $100,000, but last night-it was 
asserted by Isaac W. Hellman Jr. that 
the exact amount was. only '$3525, the 
loss being fully covered by • Hares' 
bond, issued by'the National Surety 
company for $10,000. I^wlll be up 
to the surety concern to prosecute,- but 
it is understood that relatives of.the 
defaulter are endeavoring to make up 
the amount ,tt> save the former teller 
from prison. .

"Hare .has been with the bank. 21

W. Hellman last night. ''The amount 
of. his 
'- peculations• ''will . not exceed 


:,j!3525 -and in this.1 the- bank is pro- 
tecte"d7by: Ms bond with the surety 
company for'$10,000:""

• It" is declared by. the bank officials 
that the. system in vogue of checking 
the various .accounts -would have 
made it impossible fbr Hare to', cover 
up. his shortage to any great extent.
